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It has always been something of a puzzle 
to me why the Crown should be 80 wa 
to appropriate to itself the stran 
carcases ‘of monsters of the sea cast up 
upon the shores of these islands.

T the Royal Irish Academy of Music on 

Saturday night there was a Members’

It is seldom that one sees Miss Rhona 
Clark, L.R.A.M., a member of the Academy 
teaching staff, in as prominent a place in a 
programme as her artistic ability deserves. 
This was one of several reasons for welcoming 
her part in last Saturday 's concert. Another 
of the reasons was the inclusion of one of the 
least often performed of Beethoven's Sonatas. 
Only a technique far advanced can spread the 
Sonata in E. op. 109, in clearness and shapeli- 
ness before listeners. When, as in Miss 
Clark’s performance, it is so spread, it 
appears as an unexpectedly graceful and 
beaming leaderyof Beethoven's last group of 
pianoforte walks, of which the “ Hammer- 
klavier '” Seiata, op. 106; was the significant 
precursor. Some amateurs in Dublin may re- 
member that Paderewski, on one of his last 
visits, played the next Sonata in the series, 
the op. 110. In that period Beethoven was 
giving more than his usual attention ® the 
use of the device of variations. 
that was played by Miss Clark there is to be 
noticed a characteristic of Beethoven's later 
work, which suggests 
hovered sometimes between allowing his treat- 
ment of the chosen themes to stand simply as 
a full and free development or, on the other 
hand, setting it forth in formal variations. 
The geniality of the composer's thoughts in 
this Sonata seemed to be the point of Miss 
Clark’s brilliantly sustained interpretation. 

Allowing herself no easy triumphs, Miss 
Clark afterwards undertook two very exacti 
movements of Chopin—the Impromptu in E 
sharp, and the Scherzo from the B minor 
Sonata.

DIFFERENTIAL INCOME TAX. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—There seems to be some expectation 
that the present Free State Government may 
differentiate the income tax on Engl'sh and 
foreign, as compared with Irish, investments. 
I do not think this would induce many people 
to transfer money from English and foreign 
to Irish securities, and it would andoubtedly 
cause many to leave the country. . 

Personally, I spend my income, which is 
derived principally from English investments 
in this country, and give a considerable 
amount of employment. Ihave as much 
money invested in Ireland as I think prudent 
and, if my income tax is materially increased. 
I shall have to reduce the number of my 
employés. Moreover, if the Free State goes 
out of the British Empire, and forfeits the 
double taxation relief which we get at pre- 
sent from England, I should be obliged to 
diminish the employment which I give by 
nearly half, or leave the country. 

As I am one of those who believe in our 
association with the British Empire, ‘I con- 
clude from Mr. Twomey’s speech at Glasnevin 
that my departure would commend itself to 
the Republicans.— Yours, etc.,

LAST YEAR'S LOSSES, 


General O’Duffy’s reference to tha

General O’ Duffy 
subsequently arrived, and having outlined 
the discussions leading up to the proposed 
settlement, he denied that the Free State 
delegates had concealed anything from the 
public. 

Answering Dr. O’Sullivan’s charge, 
that there had been financial losses since 
he took over the presidency, General 
O’Duffy said that the losses were incurred 
deliberately on a _ re-organisation af 
athletics, and aimed to put Ireland on the 
map.

Rumours of war continue to circulate in 
the Shanghai area owing to the slowness with 
which the peace negotiations are proceeding. 

General Tsai Ting-kai declared to Reuter’s 
Nanking Correspondent that the success of 
the Shanghai Armistice Conference depended 
upon the sincerity of the Japanese army in 
fixing a time limit for the withdrawal of 
their troops. It could not depend upon 
Japanese bargaining pver the points to which 
they should withdraw. Unless a time limit 
was fixed the Conference was doomed to 
failure. 

This new threat to the preliminary truce 
agreement may be discounted to some extent, 
since it is made by the commander of the 
famous 19th Cantonese Army, who is 
probably still flushed with his stout re- 
sistance to the Japanese. 

Meanwhile a strong protest has been sent 
to Japan against the detention by the new 
Manchow-Kuo Government of the Customs 
and salt revenues of Antung and Yingkow, 
which is attributed to Japanese influence. 

A loan to the new Manchurian Government 
by three semi-official Japanese organisations 
has been approved by the Cabinet in Tokyo.

Everyone will be particularly interested to 
see Cameronian .
